S WH Scriptures, but Prophane Authors mention ; See 1 Sam. 25. 8, Eſther

The Fourteenth Day of the Firſt Month was a maceredly and bleſ- 
ſed Day amongſt the Children of 1ſrae! : See Exod, 12. 18, 40, 41, 
42, 51. and 13. 4. Levit, 23.5. Numb. 28. 16. Four hundred and 
thirty Years being expired of their Dwelling in «/S2ypr, even in the. 
ſelf-ſrame Day departed they thence. 

A thing ſomewhat parallel to this, we read in the Roman Hiſtories ;- That that very 
Day four years that the Civil Wars were begun by Pompey the Father, Ceſar made an 
end of them with his Sons ; Cneus Pompeins being then flain, and it being alſo the 
laſt Battle Ceſar was ever in.

Sir Humphrey Davenport was born the Seventh of July; and on that Day Anniverſary, 
his Father and Mother died, within a quarter of an Hour one of another. Same Me- 
moirs. 

Herry Earl of Northumberland, Convitted in Star-Chamber to have favoured the 
Deſign of the Fifth of November, died on the Fifth of November, ſome Years after : 
His Son, Algernoon, Earl of Northumberland, (Baptized the Thirteenth of Octuber, 1602.) 
died the ſame Day, 1668. | 

I have ſeen an Old Romiſh MSS. Prayer-Book, (and ſhewed the ſame to that gene- 
ral Scholar, and great Aſtrologer, E. Aſhmoie, Efſq;) at the Beginnioz whereof was a 
Calendar, wherein were inſerted the Unlucky Days of each Month, ſer out in Verſe. I 
will recite them juſt as they are, ſometimes infringing the Rule of Grammar, tome- 
times of Proſodia ; a matter, of which the old 2onkiſh Rhimers were no ways ſcrupu- 
lous. It was as Antient as Herry the Sixth, or Edward the Fourth's Time. |

Conſtantins the Emperor, Son of Conſtantine the Great, little Inferiour to his Father, 
a worthy Warriour, and good Man, died the Third of November, ex YVeteri Calenda- 
YiO, penes ME. ' | ; 

Thomas Mountacute, Earl of Salisbury, that great Man, and famous Commander /ub 
Henry IV.V. and VI. died this Day, by a Wound of Cannot-ſhot he received at the 
Siege of Orlearce, E 1SS, quodam, & Glovero. | | | 

So alſo Cardinal Borrhomeo, famous for his SanCtity of Life, and therefore Canoni- 
zed, (Heylyr, in his Pr «acognita, ſays, He made Milan memorable, by his Reſidence there) 
died 1584, this Day, as Poſſevinus in his Life. 

Sir Joha Perct, (Stow corruptly calls him Parrat) a Man very remarkable in tis Time, 
Lord-Deputy of {relznd, Son to Hemry the VIII. and extreamly like him, diet in thg 
Tower, the Third of November, 1592. (as Stow ſays.) Grief, and the Fatality of this 
Day, killd him. See Nantor?s Fragmenta Regalia, concerning this Man. | 

Stow, in his Annals, ſays, Anno 1099. November the Third, as well in Scotland as Eng- 
[{and, the Sea broke in over the Banks of many Rivers, drowning divers Towns, and 
much People, with an innumerable Number of Oxen and Sheep; at which time the 
Lands 'in Ket, ſometimes belonging to Earl Godwin, were covered with Sands, and 
drowned ; and to this day are called, Godwir's Sands, 

I had an Eſtate left me in Kerr, of which between Thirty and Forty Acres was Marſh- 
Land, very conveniently flanking its Up-land ; and in thoſe days this Marſh-land was 
uſually Lett for Four Nobles an Acre. My Father died 1643. Within a Year and an 
half after his Deceaſe, ſuch Charges and Water-Scots came upon this Marſh-Land, 
by the Influence of the Sea» that it was never worth one Farthing to me; but very of- 
ten cat into the Rents of the Up-land. So that I often think, this Day being my 
Birth-day, hath the ſame Evil Influence upon me, that it had 530. Years ſince upon Earl 
Godwin, and others concerned in Low Lands. | 

The Parliament fo fatal to Romes Concerns here, in Henry the Eighth's Time, begun 
the Third of Nevemter, (the Twenty Sixth of his Reign): In which the Pope, with all 
his Authority, was clean baniſhed the Realm ; he no more to be called otherwiſe, than 
Biſhop of Rome: The King to be taken, and reputed as Supreme Head of the Church 
of Enelard; having full Authority to reform all Errors, Hereſies, and Abuſes of the 
fame : Alſo, the Firſt-Fruits, and Tenths of all Spiritual Promotions and Dignities, 
were granted to the King, See Stow's Arnals, and Weaver, pag. $0, 

' Not long after which, followed the Viſitation of Abbies, Priories, and Nunneries ; 
ard after that, their final Suppreſſion : This Pari:ament being the Door of Entrance 
thereto. 

The Third of NVoverer, 1640. began that Parliament ſo direfully fatal to England, 
in its Peace, its Wealth, its Religion, its Gentry, Nobility, nay, its King: $o veri- 
fying the former Verſe of the Calendar ; 

Scorpins e5t quintus, & tertius e nece cinet us : 
A killing Day to ſome or other. 


The Third of Seprember was a Remarkable Day to the Engliſh Attila, Oliver, 1650. 
He

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He obtained a Memorable Victory at D»bar ; another at Worceſter, 16;1. And that 
Day he died, 1658. | 
The firſt Two Occurrences wonderfully accord to the preceding Verle 


Tertia Septembris, & denus fert mala membris. 


being fatal to the Two Members of Great Britain, Scitland and England. The Third, 
as happy to them both, as the ſame Day, 1666. was diſmal and unhappy to the Ciry 
of London, and conſequently to the whole: Kingdom ; with its immediate preceding, 
and two ſucceeding Days, v:z. the Second, Fourth, and Fifth of Seprember. 

Pope Paul the Third, confirm'd the latter Part of the Verſe, when he adviſed his 
Son, Peter Aloiſa, to beware of that Day : He negleQting it, was Murder'd, and cru- 
elly diſmember'd. Sleidan in his Commentaries ; the Nineteenth Book. 


I come now to the Days of the Week. 


| Tueſday, ( Dies Martis) was a moſt Remarkable Day with Thomas Becket, Arch-biſhop 
of Canterbury, as Weaver 201. obſerves from Mart. Paris: Mars, ſecundum Poetas, 
Dens Belli nuncupatur. Vita Santti Thome (ſecundum Had Fob, Vita bominis militia eſt 
ſuper terram ) tota fuit contra ho#tem bellicoſa, &c. Mars, according to the Poets, is 
called, The God of War. The Life of St. Thomas (according to that of Fob, The Life of 
Man is a Warfare upon Earth) was a continual conflict againſt the Enemy. Upon the 
Tueſday, he ſuffered ; upon Tueſday, he was tranſlated 3 upon Treſday, the Peers of 
the Land fate againſt him at Northampton; upon Tueſday, he was baniſhed ; upon Tue/- 
day, the Lord appeared to him at Porrsniac, ſaying, Thomas, Thomas, my Church ſhall 
be glorified in thy blood ; upon Tueſday, he returned from Exile ; upon Txeſday, he got 
the Palm or Reward of Martyrdom; and upon 7ze/day, 1220. his Venerable Body 
received the Glory and Renown of Tranſlation, Fifty years after his Paſſion. Thus my

[The two former Circumſtances muſt needs fall out Providentially : Whether this 
laſt of Arno 1360. was deſigned by Edward III. or no, (as remembring his former 
good hap) may be ſome queſtion : I am of opinion, not. Where things are under a 
Mans peculiar Concern, he may fix a time; but here was the French King concerned, 
equally with the E-gliſ, and many other Great Perſonages intrereſſed : To have tied 
them up to his own Avuſpicious Conceit of the Day, had been an unkind Oppreſſion, 
and would have brought the Judgment of ſo Wiſe a Prince into queſtion: We may 
conclude then, *rwas meerly Fortuitons. And therefore to the former Obſervation 
concerning this famous Edward, give me leave to add ;

Which two Sayings, I can no way better 
i Engliſh, than by that of Eccleſ. 9g. 11. Time and Chance happens to all men: Nor no 
way better ſecond, than with that of 1 Cor, 4. 11, /ncert:s VAT amur ſedibus. This Acci- 
dent therefore (our Life berng but a Pilgrimage, as Jacob termed it to Pharaoh ) is no- 
thing to a General Providence in the main.
